of investigation, a national commit- 
tee interested in simplifying: the cal- 
endar has reported on the state of 
American public opinion. 


While the report does not recom- 


^ e n d that the United States enter 
an international conference commit- 
ted to any definite plan it does state 
that public opinion favors a fixed 
calendar with JL3 months with each 
mcnth having 
2.S days and 
the 


month beginning1 on Sunday. 
The 


new month would be placed between 
June and July. 


Several government officials served 


on the 
commission as '' unofficial 


members and on effort was made to 
get the opinion of all businesses, pro- 


• feasions, and other 
groups. 
The 


American government, has not yet 
decided whether it will be represent- 
ed at the international conference 
but the secretary of state is never- 
theless transmitting the .report to the 
league of nations. 


The significant thing about the 


report, is that although the sub- 
ject has been discussed for many 
generations, opinion, as reflected in 
the committee report shows a re- 
xnarkable " unanimity. There are of 


* course some dissenting views as was 


revealed when the house committee 
on foreign affairs held the hearings 
early this -year on the' Porter res- 
eJution. "" • _.^- 


.-Before any change.in the calendar 


can be effected all the nations will 
^have to agree to it. There are dif- 
'terent calendars in use in various 
parts of the world and this is one 
of the Reasons for the demand that 
an international calendar -be adopt- 
ed.

building and he was convicted. The 
verdict was set aside by Judge G. 
H. Risjord, Ashland, on the grounds 
that the building was part of the 
equipment used in making liquor and 
therefore there was no property right 
in it.

The Chinese action

have been taken after Nanking had 
received reports confirming previous 
dispatches that Russia had invaded 
Chinese territory.

at the intersections of Morrison, Ap- 
pleton and walnut-sts with College- 
ave, and the traffic at the corner of 
Superior-st and College-ave, should 
merit another man. Between 11:30 
and 1:30 and 3 and 4 o'clock every 
day a man is kept at the corner of 
Walnut-Et and College-ave, and then 
transferred to the corner of Apple- 
ton-st and College-ave between 
4 


and 6 o'clock. Between 4:15 and 6:15 
there is a policeman 
stationed at 


Morrison-st and College-ave. 
If all 


these men -were released from traf- 
fic duty, they could be placed on 
regular police duty." 


SIX INSTALLATIONS 


The Chief suggests the erection of 


stop and go signals on four corners 
on College-ave: Morrison, Appleton, 
Superior and "VValnut-sts, at the cor- 
ner of Prospect-ave and Memorial- 
drive, and the intersection of Wis- 
consm-ave and Richmond-st. 


He also pointed out the obvious 


need of protection at the intersec- 
tion of Memorial-dr. with College- 
ave, and the difficulty of installing 
stop and go signals at this corner 
as the streets are now laid out. How- 
ever, he suggested the purchase of 
a corner of the land to the west of 
Memorial-dr, making it possible to 
widen out the drive so that it would 
run parallel with Richmond-Et.

avoiding collision A\ith cars lined up 
behind him. 


A synchronized system of signals, 


Chief Prim and Mr. Richard 
said, 


would be so planned that a driver 
getting a green light on Morrison-st 
could drive straight through to "Wal- 
nut-st, meeting green lights all the 
way. The lights would be timed so 
that a driver going at a predeter- 
mined speed would pass the four cor- 
ners before the red lights came on. 
This is a condition that cannot be 
met with policemen directing traffic, 
for each officer directs his traffic 
according to the congestion at his 
particular intersection, and often it 
does not coincide with the traffic at 
the comer above or below him. 


The economical advantage of stop 


*nd go signals also was pointed out 
by Chief Prim and Mr. Richard.

The powerful little 
monoplane, 


awaiting only favorable .weather fo 
test flights to determine if it wil 
compete for the Schneider seaplan* 
racing trophy, is in effect, a bulle 
aimed at the heart of this resistance 
Every line flows gracefully into the 
other and every possible resistance 
producing part is highly stream 
lined. 


A comparison of the Mercury sea 


plane and the Curtiss racer with 
which lieut. Jimmy Doohttle won 
the Schneider trophy for the United 
States in 1925 brings out strikingly 
the advances in aerodynamics effi- 
ciency. One of the chief differences 
is that the Mercury is a monoplane 
instead of a biplane, eliminating the 
necessity for two interplane struts 
While two struts connected the pon 
toons to the Doolittle plane, the pon 
toons of the Mercury racer are link 
ed by small streamlined wires. 


The pontoons of the Mercury show 


a marked advance in streamlining 
Whereas the floats of the 1925 win- 
ner presented projections and irre 
gularities of surface to stir eddies 
and set up resistance, the Mercury's 
pontoons are smooth and symetrical 
Fittings, devices 
and nuts which 


were presented to the wind on the 
Doolittle plane are streamlined on 
the Mercury. Outside cowling fas 
teners also have been eliminated on 
the Williams machine and every 
screw is counter sunk. 


EVERYTHING IMPORTANT 


These might seem of small matter 


to the layman, but the importance 
of streamlining may be understood 
when it is realized that the resis- 
ance parts offer to the wind increas- 
es in proportion to the square of the 
speed. This consumes power lapidly. 


Skin friction, the dragging of the 


air over the surface of a plane, ha; 
been cut to a minimum by reduction 
of fuselage area and by highly polish- 
ed surfaces. 
The entire wing sur- 


face is copper covered, being utilized 
as a radiator to cool the engine. It 
is the first time that the entire wing 
surface has been so employed on an 
American plane. 


While the trial flights have been 


delayed by the weather, mechanics 
have been going over the racer. Sev- 
eral changes have been made, 
the 


most important being adjustment of 
ocntrols to counteract the torque of 
the powerful engine which tended to 
rotate the plane to the left.

Senator Seldom Smiles and 


He Seems Satisfied With 
Results of His Labor

Washington—The member of Con- 


gress who ge's more abuse this year 
than all the other members together 
is the Hon. Reed Smoot, 
senator 


from Utah. 


And yet Smoot is the one member 


•who has worked most earnestly and 
has perspired most freely during the 
long hot summer. 
He probably is 


also the man who will be most sat- 
isfied with the results of his labors. 
That's always the way v ith Smoot. 


One hears that his name is be- 


ing used to frighten babies in some 
of the score or more nations which 
have protested our tariff plans. A 
Havara newspaper the other day, 
frothing at the mouth over Smoot's 
insistence on higher sugar duties, 
told its leaders that because he had 
been deprived of 20 of his wives the 
Utah statesman had become so sour 
that all the sugar in 
the world 


could not sweeten him. 


This entirely false assertion, based 


on the fact that Smoot is a high 
ecclesiastic in the Mormon church, 
demonstrates the extent of his popu- 
larity in some quarters abroad. 
There are some quarters at home 
where Smoot is liked just about as 
well 


BLAMED FOR TARIFF ILLS 
He has been bearing the brunt of 


the attack on the tariff b.ll, but he 
is used to that. This is his great 
hour. As chairman of the 
Senate 


Finance committee, he is one of the 
most important men in "\Yashmgton 
and whenever it's a case of tariff or 
tax reduction ilr. Smoot is the most 
important of all. Take a look at 
him. 


He is 67 years old now. He is tall 


and lanky, almost always sober of 
^countenance and invariably conserv 
fetive in dress. His demeanor might 
be that of a venerable principal in a 
country schoolhouse. He isn't pomp 
ous, but he is always pontifical. It 
isn't true that he never 
smiles. 


They say he becomes positively bea- 
tific as he goes out in his jard of a 
morning to feed the birds. But or- 
dinarily the rare Smoot smile is a 
half-smile. He smiles a little, but 
always as if he were fully 
aware 


that the next moment may provide 
something to frown about. 


The Cuban newspaper was wrong 


in suggesting that Smoot is incur 
ably sour. He was, it is true, rather 
sour when he read of this particu- 
lar attack. But the fact is that 
Brother Smoot is too firmly convinc 
ed of the whole -nide world's safety 
in the hands of the Republican party 
to permit him to be actually 
sour 


except in 
Democratic 
administra- 


tions. And of course there aren't 
many of those. 


Brother Smoot might be said to 


ha\e an ab'dmg faith in the light- 
ness of things as they are, except 
for such changes as have been made 
in his lifetime—and even that doesn't 
go for tariff increases. 


MODEL REPUBLICAN 


He is a model for all regular Re- 


publicans. He voted for the seating 
of Loriroer and XewbeTy and for a1! 
the other things that most regular 
Republicans have- \oted for while 
holding their noses. But it does not 
appear that Brother Smoot ever held 
his nose. Long ago he was taken 
to the bosom of the ruling senators, 
such as Penrose, Aldrich and Platt, 
for they saw in him an asset of 
great value. 


For Smoot, though he gits fluster- 


ed and sputters in debate, is the best 
statistician and the best economist 
in the upper house. Lnog years of 
iatient toil and study have qualified 
jam for his post. He's a glutton for 
detail and the grinding work that 
most other men are glad to escape. 
Efficiency and economy have been 
his watchwords—he waged a long 
but hopeless fight against the con- 
gressional practice of cluttering up 
the Congressional Record with great 
•wads of bunk for home consumption. 
He is a sort of watchdog of the 
treasury. He conceived and nour- 
ished the Bureau of Efficiency and 
he has great power through his con- 
stant check on the -nork and ex- 
penses ot gov ernment departments. 


He never has to worry about re- 


election. He is one of the Twelve 
Apostles of the 
Mormon Church, 


and it was paitly m gratitude for 
his fine work in straightening out

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CAN'T FOOL THE PEOPLE 
During the last several months Chi- 


cago newspapers have been publishing 
illustrations showing high water levels 
at various points about the Great lakes. 
The sanitary district has itself sent 
out photographers to 
take pictures 


to be used as exhibits in the proceed- 
ings before Charles Evans 
Hughes, 


special master in chancery, who is pre- 
paring data for the United States su- 
preme court decree in the controversy 
between Chicago and the Lake .states. 
These pictures show an unusually high 
stage of water everywhere. 
Certain 


terrane makes it possible to portray 
flood conditions, and lay the foundation 
for stories in the Chicago papers about 
the "havoc" wrought by the high wa- 
ters of lakes Michigan, Huron and Erie. 


.This evidence is being collected of 


course as a defense for Chicago's diver- 
sion of water and to prove that this 
diversion does not in reality lower lake 
levels. It is a clever piece of legal prop- 
aganda, but it ought not to deceive the 
courts any more than the public. Ev- 
eryone knows that lake levels fluctuate 
greatly from causes not always easy to 
determine. Records for many years 
back show that high and low stages of 
water run in cycles; that every so oft- 
en' they gradually fall to a very low 
-•stage and then recover and reach a 
high stage. 


If the sanitary district had gone out 


two and three years ago to take pic- 
tures of docks and wharves and the 
shore line of the Great Lakes, it would 
have a different series of pictures to 
exhibit. It would find that many docks 
had been made almost useless by the 
recession of water, and if the pictures 
•were accompanied by navigation rec- 
ords they would show channels re- 
duced to a stage where lake vessels 
were forced to cut their cargoes by 
heavy percentages in order to make 
ports: The pictures would show miles 
of beach, blocks in width, that were for- 
merly covered with water. They would 
show conditions which producd mil- 
lions of dollars of loss to shipping in- 
terests, shippers and the public. 


These conditions will come again. 


The high levels of today are not perma- 
nent and it is only a question of a year 
or two until they will commence to 
drop. In time they will get down to 
the basis of two and three years ago, 
and when that happens navigation and 
commerce will again be subjected to 
£he annoyances and losses of the past. 
During the years when the lake stages 
are normally low'every cubic foot of 
water diverted by Chicago into the 
drainage canal aggravates the situation 
and tends to lower still further already 
abnormally low levels. 


Chicago engineers admit that diver- 


sion lowers the levels at least six 
inches. In^all probability the true fig- 
ure is nearer a foot and if it obtains 
authority from congress to abstract 
water for all the purposes it desires, 
the diversion will be excessive and will 
certainly lower, the levels somewhere 
between six and twelve inches. This is 
of the greatest importance when lake 
stages are normal or below normal. It 
represents a serious and costly impair- 
ment of navigation. It violates the pro- 
prietary rights of the lake states in the 
use and enjoyment of the Great Lakes. 
It transgresses the joint proprietorship 
and rights of Canada in the lakes and 
damages commerce and industry. 


The lake states can more than offset 


the evidence Chicago is assembling on 
high levels this year by collecting data 
and photographs showing the exces- 
sively low levels of a few years ago. 


, No one contends there is an impair- 
ment of lake navigation by diversion of 


. water at Chicago today. It is when the 
levels are normal or below normal that 
this abstraction is heavily injurious and 
becomes entirely indefensible. 


PLAYING THE MARKET 


"You cannot win," William Allen 


White of Emporia tells his fellow-Kan- 
sans. Stock speculation is a delusion 
and a. snare. "If your son is playing the 
market, take an elm club to him. 
If 


your clerk is pouring his savings into 
the Wall street rat hole, look for anoth- 
er clerk. And if you are tempted to try 
the game yourself, just remember that 
Long 
Island and Greenwich high- 


ways are lined with limousines carry- 
ing big, fat plutocrats who thrive on 
the stream of money that comes from 
small-town hicks who think they can 
win a game in which they have no 
chance." 


It is hard to get such advice accept- 


ed, because of the curious fact that 
a good many people do win, and among 
them are a surprising1 nuir.ber of har- 
um-scarum young fellows that no judi- 
cious investor would trust with a baby- 
sized dollar,, bill. 
Even ministers and 


widows have made money in this long- 
continued Wall street boom. 


The advice is sound, nevertheless. 


Booms cann'ot last forever. It remains 
a universal law, or at least a tendency, 
that what goes up must come down. So 
true is this that if stocks do keep go- 
ing up indefinitely, as measured in dol- 
lars, it is likely that the value of the 
dollar will come down. Meanwhile 
there is always the peril of the amateur 
investor, or even the professional, get- 
ting pinched in the shifting market. 


There are, of course, always sound 


stocks to be purchased. Their sound- 
ness can be quite accurately deter- 
mined by security experts such as are 
found in reliable banks and invest- 
ment houses. On the other hand, where 
there is one reliable and safe stock, of- 
fering not only a fair return on the in- 
vestment but possibility of increased 
value, there are hundreds of spec- 
ulative stocks varying in 
degree 


from worthless to good, 
"it is in this 


field that the stock ^peculator is inevi- 
tably drawn. Instead of confining him- 
self to securities of known and proven 
worth he begins to take chances in the 
hope of large profits. The public hears 
now and then of an individual who 
makes money ""playing" the stock mar- 
ket, but it does not hear of hundreds 
who lose money. 
It is a dangerous 


game at best, and it is particularly dan- 
'gerous now when prices are unques- 
tionably'inflated. 


EDUCATION BY RADIO 


Late in October, Baldwin-Wallace 


college of Berea, O., will inaugurate its 
radio college. This will consist of a 
course of 34'lectures over an 18 weeks' 
period given by professors of Baldwin- 
Wallace.

The listener mak- 
ing the highest grades, for both faithful 
attendance upon the loud-speaker and 
excellence of work, will receive a four- 
year scholarship. Students trying for 
this will make regular reports on the 
lectures and will be graded on their 
work. 


Subjects of the lectures vwill be 


astronomy, biology, chemistry, physics, 
vocational guidance, English history, 
public speaking and sociology. 
The 


speakers will suggest 
books 
for 


thorough reading and reference work. 
It is not, of course, a radio college in 
the full sense of the term. It is, howev- 
er, a splendid pioneer step toward that 
goal. It offers remarkable opportunity 
to listeners of any age. Successful com- 
pletion of the course will be a sound ac- 
complishment.

HULL SURRENDERS 


On Auir. 16. 1812. American General William 


Hull, defending Detroit, surrendered to British 
General Isaac Brock without a gun having been 
fired. 


Brock's forces, according: to his own testimony, 


numbered 1,330 men, including 600 Indians, and 
he also had two ships of war. Hull had for duty 
1,000 men. 


When Brock's army approached, Hull offered to 


surrender. The articles of capitulation 
were 


drawn up and the American g-eneral surrendered 
act only the fort and its garrison, but the whole 
territory of Michigan of which he was governor. 


Hull's officers were incensed at his action and 
was subsequently court-martialed, convicted of 


Cowardice and condemned to death; but the 
president Dardoned him, in consideration of his 
age and previous service. 


Subsequent investigations have greatly modi- 


fled the blame attached to Hull.

THE TICKET LURE 


Washington perhaps holds the rec- 


ord of being the greatest ticket-buy- 
ing city in the country. 


There is a continuous round of 


benefits, social bazaars and the like 
sponsored by the capital's social lead- 
ers. With a few rare exceptions they 
are all well patronized. 


Many and ingenious are the meth- 


ods employed to dispense with tick- 
ets for these events. 


There is one man who makes good 


money by operating a ticket-selling 
agency which handles nothing but 
pasteboards for social benefits. The 
sponsor turns over -the bulk of the 
tickets to him. He in turn calls in a 
number of women who have access 
to telephones. The entire telephone 
directory of the District of 'Colum- 
bia is ' divided between them. 
Call 


after call is made by these women 
until their portion of the directory is 
exhausted. 


Another favorite'method is to mail 


tickets to prominent people with a 
note that if t1 e tickets are not used 
they should be returned in an en- 
closed stamped envelope. Unless .hey 
are returned—and more than likefy 
they are not—payment is demanded.

THE NATURE OF TRAGEDY 
In his recent admirable biography 


of Emperor Francis Joseph Redllch 
points out that not nearly everything1 


that goes under the name of trag- 
edy either in literature or life 
is 


tragic in the true sense. When a •. 
man is killed in an automobile acci- 
dent we are likely to say, 
"How 


tragic!" Or when an assassin kills 
a public man, or a child falls to his 
death, or any other pathetic incident 
happens we call it tragedy. 


In books we are likely to regard 


such sob scenes as the 
death of 


Little Nell or the death of Paul Dom- 
bay in Dickens as tragedy, or the 
sob scenes in such books as "East 
Lynne, • or the weepy stuff in in- 
numerable books. 


None of this is tragedy in the genu- 


ine sense of the word; it is merely 
pathetic. The life story of Emperor 
Francis Joseph furnishes 
a, very 


good example. Almost 
invariably 


writers are in'the habit of saying 
that Francis Joseph had a tragic 
life. That is strictly true but his 
biographer points out that the rea- 
son given is almost always the wrong 
one. We say his life was tragic be- 
cause his oldest son committed sui- 
cide with his 
common law 
wife, 


other members of his family came to 
violent ends, and his wife was slain. 
by an 
assassin. 
Throughout 
his 


long life there was an almost unend- 
ing series of suicides and murders 
that darkened the monarch's life. 


All of which is very pathetic but' 


not tragic, the biographer points out. 
Tragedy in the Greek sense flows 
from the fact that it is inevitable. 
When a man is doomed to death or 
to some other hard fate, when the 
end is inevitable and flows directly 
out of the circumstances of his life, 
his fate is tragic in the true sense. 
If he merely happens to be killed by""- 
accident it is merely pathetic. 


All the Greek tragedies had this 


in mind and they firmly fixed the,' 
meaning of ^the word tragedy for all? 
time to come. The Greek tragedies 
never merely ended in murder or sui- 
cide or death in some other form to 
get rid of the character and end the 
Play. The end came because 
the 


end was necessary by^the very first 
line and by every other line that fol- 
lowed. Nothing else could happen 
than the tragic end that did happen. 
That's why it was tragic. 


There are any number of playa 


and movies with so-called "unhappy 
endings" that pass as tragedy but 
that are not tragedy at all. They 
merely have 
sad 
endings 
when 


they might as well have had happy 
ones. Tragedy must be inherent in 
every line of a play or a novel from 
beginning to end and not merely in 
the final scene. 


The life of Emperor Francis Jo- 


seph was tragic because his charac- 
ter was such that from the very be- 
ginning his every act 
spelled 
the 


doom of the Austrian-Hungarian em- 
pire. That was not apparent to- the 
emperor in the early years nor to 
the people of that time, but as th& 
story unfolded it is apparent to us. 
No matter whether the World 
war 


had come or not, the empire would 
have been 
doomed anyway. 
It 


could not have been otherwise, giv- 
en the life of Francis Joseph. 
Since 


•mind and all his passion to the pres- 
ervation and the increase of the em- 
pire it may fairly be said that hla 
iife was a tragic one. 


Theodore Dreiser, in "An American 


Tragedy," uses the word in the 
freek sense and it is only because 
of this that the book 'has signifi- 
cance. Clyde Griffith's death in the 
electric chair is almost inevitable 
:rom the first page of the book and 
flows naturally from the facts of his 
own life and of the lives that touch 
lis. That's why it is not merely ^ 
pathetic but tragic.

has furnished gasoline wings 
to 


man-made lightning and taken it 
outdoors to compete with real thun- 
derbolts. 


This announcement, made here to- 


day, 
is both a slam at Jove and a 


tribute to the eagerness of American 
electric engineers. Impatient after 
nearly two years waiting for real, 
wild lightning to strike special test- 
ing stations, they have put their own 
lightning, in million volt shots, on 
the wheels of an auto trailer and 
taken it out to Croton, in 
western 


Michigan, there to roam around at 
their direction and to strike where 
the striking will do the most good, 
that is where it will give them in- 


the nation unless the public is offer- 
ed original programs, with the star 
performers themselves in the trans- 
mitting studios. " The problem, he 
makes clear, is an economic one»_in- 
volving 
the difference between the 


price o€ a phonograph 
record and 


the cost of putting the star himself 
before the microphone. 


There are many objections to ex- 


cessive use of "canned programs" by 
stations, says the commissioner, but 
the most alarming feature is that 
the stations using phonograph rec- 
ords, which programs are sponsored 
by advertisers, 
are able to quote 


such low prices that other stations 
using original material cannot com- 
pete with them. 


"The result is there 
is a. decided 


drift of advertisers

prices because of the extensive use 
of phonograph records, so that there 
is grave danger that 
the present, 


high grade original programs of sta- 
tions not connected with chains may 
soon be seriously hampered for lack 
of sponsors." 


Because of the fixed government 


policy not to tax listeners, continued 
the commissioner, 
broadcasting in 


- the "United States depends to a large 


extent upon revenue from advertis- 
ers. 


WANTS FAIR RESULTS 


"If the advertiser feels he can get 


fair results from a small outlay in 
sponsoring phonograph record pro- 
grams, then he is not in the market 
as a sponsor for an original pro- 
gram, with high educational and en- 
tertainment value. 


"Unless the situation is remedied, 


broadcasting programs will rapidly 
deteriorate in this country." 


There is little danger of the chains 


ever employing phonogroph records 
or 
mechanical reproductions exces- 


sively, according to the commission 
/ers. The local regional and indepen 
dent stations are those, whoch to va- 
ried degrees, have resorted to the 
cheaper methods 
of programs. 
It 


must be said, however, that moder- 
ate use of mechanical reproductions, 
not alone phonograph records, but of 
transcriptions 
especially prepared 


for radio station use and not avail- 
able to the general public, is not ob- 
jectionable, that they are mechani 
cal reproduction.

The commission is in an excellent 


position to go after that problem. 
It presents a. commonly acknowl- 
edged situation which has developed 
untouched perhaps for the reason 
that there has been no official or- 
ganization to deal with it. 
Law 


enforcing officials seldom investigate 
and criticize themselves and their 
lawlessness had only the courts to 
restrict them. The courts, of course, 
are themselves part of the law en- 
forcement system and it is almost 
certain that the commission will con- 
sider the extra-legal acts of judges 
themselves before it is through. 


So the commission especially ap- 


pointed by President Hoover is the 
only agency which can go into this 
new field of inquiry. The fact that 
it has 
included law 
enforcement 


lawlessness 
as 
one of the 
mam 


points on its official agenda demon- 
strates that this collection of high- 
grade lawyers believes or fears that 
prohibition agents, prosecutors and 
even judges has tended to create 
hatred or disrespect for law itself.
